SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


The Superintending School Committee respectfully presents 
the following report : 


District No. 1. Moses 8. Blaisdell, Prudential Committee. 

Miss Josie Barron, who had charge of this school during the 
year, is qualified for such a position, so far as education and the 
art of instruction, simply, are,concerned. Under such, and as 
favorable circumstances in regard to the district, the summer 
term was commenced. But at a later period it became evident 
that the teacher lacked, or failed to manifest, that kind, lady- 
like disposition so essential to success. At the commencement 
of the winter term, and for some weeks, there was a decided 
change for the better, and scholars, with parents, forgetting the 
past, cordially received the teacher. Had this courteous treat- 
ment been continued, a good school would have been the 
result. But after a few weeks, a return to the old, over-bearing, 
insolent ways, discouraged and disgusted some scholars, and 
caused several to leave the school. 

The reason your committee gives for not removing the 
teacher is, that had this been done in timely season, the district 
would have failed to learn the lesson which his thus been so 
deeply impressed, that is, to employ only persons of a proper 
disposition to manage their schools. A lesson of this character, 
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if well used, is worth all that has been lost in the poor schools 
of the past year. 


District No. 2. ©. A. Fowler, Prudential Committee. 

Miss Susie E. Smiley, in the management of the summer 
school, evinced those educated, lady-like, dignified qualities that 
every teacher should possess. She is a model teacher. Her 
ways and manners are attractive, not more so, however, than 
every young lady’s should be. She is patient, kind and tender, 
yet maintains her authority perfectly. We write thus, even at 
the risk of offending Miss §., to stimulate all others to strive 
for the above mentioned qualities, and to show that it is not 
necessary to be ugly asa cross dog to secure obedience on 
the part of the scholars. A pleasant tone, in commanding or 
rebuking, has a power that cross words entirely destroy. 

Mr. J. H. Trow,, as teacher for the winter term, exercised 
kindness and firmness, and by energy, combined with a deep 
interest in the scholars, succeeded in making an exeellent 
school. . 


District No. 3. J. Morgan, Pradential Committee. 

Miss Carrie P. Watson, teacher. The Prudential Committee 
followed a wise course in having, at least, one term of school, 
and placing Miss W. as teacher, as she is a thorough instructor 
in those important, though often neglected, branches, reading, 
spelling and writing. Of course this was a good school. 


District No.4. P.H. Gile, Prudential Committee. 

Miss M. A. Perley, teacher, summer term. Miss P. is am 
experienced, capable teacher. She is another specimen of that 
class who combined firmness with love,executive ability with 
gentleness.

Mr. R. B. Porter, in teaching the winter term, had his usual 
success. ‘To those who are familiar with his record, this would 
be a full report. To others, suffice it to say that Mr. Pvis a 
first-class teacher. , He conducts his pupils no faster than they 
are able to comprehend the path.

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the encouraging voice of this teacher inspires them to success.

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IN GENERAL. 
To Prudential Committees : 


You would do well to exercise more care in the selection of 
teachers. The Superintendent can usually judge as to their 
simple educational qualification, but can not at a glance, 
nor in a brief examination, safely conclude in regard to dispo- 
sition, character and executive ability. Here you are to rely 
upon your own personal acquaintance or careful investigation. 


School-Houses. The school-houses in districts 1, 3,11 and 12 
are utterly unfit for occupancy, and should receive attention 
immediately. A scholar who attended in one of these dis- 
tricts used to cry and say, “I do n’t want to go to school ’cause 
the school-house looks so much like a sap-house.” None of the 
remainder are as comfortable and pretty as they should be, 
although as good as the average in other towns. Let the 
houses be made nice and tasty, then they will be kept so, and 
then your children will consider it a pleasure to attend school. 


Text Books. The introduction of Willson’s Readers the past 
year has been attended with the most beneficial results. 
Teachers and scholars are unanimous in their praises. An 
occasional change of text books is indispensable, therefore 
should not be opposed.
